tain  variety  may  kad  all  the  others  in  both  yioW  ind  dry  matter  per  acre  for  one 
venr,  or  even  for  a  period  of  yeiirs,  when  the  next  year's  resiiltx  will  Mmw  it  in  last 
place.  The  uatur«l  and  correct  conclumon  to  draw  from  such  a  phenomenon  i*  that 
some  change  in  soil  or  weather  condition  influenced  that  particular  variety  murh 
more  than  it  did  the  othern.  The  onl.v  way.  therefore,  to  obtain  reliable  information 
from  a  seriea  of  variety  tests  with  field  roofH,  is  to  compare  the  average  yield  of  ea<li 
variety  for  a  number  of  years.  By  following  this  method  the  voriety  which,  nay  nt 
the  end  of  a  period  of  five  years,  shows  the  highest  average  may,  with  other  factor* 
being  equal,  be  considered  aa  the  mo»t  useful  variety  to  grow.

The  preparation  of  tfce  «>il.  eeeding  and  following  cultural  practi. »  up  to  the 
tiae  of  harfeeting.  given  therein  for  mangel*,  are  applica,ble  for  Iwth  »we<l««  and 
earroU  with  the  exception,  that  .wede.  should  be  sown  10  daya  to  two  weeka  later 
than  tba  mangela.  and  that  carrot,  should  be  thinned  to  not  more  than  three  to  four 
inchec  apart  in  the  row.
